G.S.R 327 (E). —^In exercise ofpowers conferred by Section 38 of the Bureau of Indian Standards Act, 1986 (63 of 1986), the 
Executive Committee of the Bureau of Indian Standards, with the previous approval of the Central Government, hereby 
makes the following Regulations further to amend the Bureau of Indian Standards (Terms and Conditions of Service of 
Employees) Regulations, 1988, namely:— 

1 (1) These Regulations may be called the Bureau of Indian Standards (Terms and Conditions of Service of Employees) 

(Amendment) Regulations, 2001. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Bureau of Indian Standards (Terms and Conditions of Service of Employees) Regulations, 1988 in regulation 

19 after sub-regulation (2) and clauses (a) and (b) and the Explanation, the following sub-regulation shall be added, 
namely — 

“(3) The Pensioners/Faitiily pensioners shall also be entitled to the benefits as admissible to the Central Govern¬ 
ment employees under the Central Civil Services (Medical Attendance) Rules, 1944.”
